FAIR FUNDING PLEA 


C AMPAIGNERS have 

welcomed a Government 
announcement that it will 
back down on plans to 
cut more than £25million from 
the borough’s schools: but the 
Council has called for clarity 
about where the extra funding 
will come from. 

Ahead of the announcement 
on 17 July, headteachers and 
governors from across Hackney 
joined council leaders in co-signing 


a letter to the Secretary of State 
for Education, Justine Greening, 
calling on her to halt plans to 
overhaul the national funding 
formula for schools. 

The plans, announced last 
year, aimed to share funding 
more evenly across the country 
by removing money from better 
funded areas. It would have made 
Hackney schools £25million 
worse off by 2019, one of the 
biggest cuts in the country. 


This translated to £914 less per 
pupil: or 692 fewer teachers across 
the borough. Ms Greening pledged 
to give an extra £1.3 billion to 
schools in England, but admitted 
this money would come from 
elsewhere in the education budget. 

Deputy Mayor of Hackney, 

Cllr Anntoinette Bramble, said: 
“This may be badged up as extra 
funding but it isn’t. It’s taken from 
existing education budgets, and 
we urge Ms Greening to share full 


details of how this will work. 

“Its important that headteachers 
and governors know where they 
stand. We will continue to press 
for fair funding for our schools 
until we have a guarantee that 
Hackney will not be unfairly 
affected by future proposals.”

A fairer system

M Mprivate renting 
system has underlined the 
Council’s commitment 
to supporting the 32,000 
private renting households 
in the borough. 

With two in three private 
renters in Hackney saying 
their repairs aren’t done 
when needed, one-third 
of privately rented homes 
nationwide failing to meet 
basic standards, and local 
rent levels increasing 
20 per cent over the past 
five years, the Better 
Renting campaign focuses 
both on supporting private 
renters and working with 
landlords and letting 
agents to offer a fairer deal 
to tenants. 

Activities taking place 
during the Better Renting 
campaign include: 

• Pop-up stalls around 
the borough for private 
renters to get support and 
advice from renting experts

• Getting landlords

Cllr Sem Moema, 
Mayoral Adviser for 
Private Renting and 
Housing Affordability, 
said: “With more than 
12,000 households on our 
housing waiting list and 
homeownership unrealistic 


for so many, the number of 
private renters in Hackney 
continues to grow and is 
becoming the only option 
for much of the borough. 

“Which is why our new 
Better Renting campaign 
is so important. 

“It shows our 
commitment to creating 
a fairer and more 
transparent system for 
private renters in the 
borough, not just by calling 
on the Government to 
introduce the regulations 
the sector needs, but 
also by supporting 
private renters here in 
Hackney and encouraging 
local landlords and 
letting agents to do 
the right thing.”

‘Scrap letting 
fees now’ 

A PIONEERING scheme has 
been launched to scrap 
letting fees for private 
renters, ahead of a formal 
ban by Government. 

The Council is calling 
on letting agents to stop 
unfair charges for private 
renters for services such 
as processing, amending 
or renewing a tenancy 
agreement, which can often 
run into hundreds of pounds. 

It forms part of the Council’s 
Better Renting campaign. 

The announcement comes 
in light of Government 
proposals to ban letting 
agent fees in England, but 
without setting out when 
or how this will come into 
force. By introducing its own 
scheme, Hackney wants to 
ensure local renters can start 
to benefit straight away. 
Independent Stoke 
Newington letting agents 
Julian Reid Estate Agents is 
backing the campaign. 

Julian said: “We’ve always 
taken the view that we 
should be transparent about 
what a tenant will pay at the 
start of the tenancy and don’t 
think the fact we charge fees 
puts us at a disadvantage 
against our competitors.” 

Cllr Sem Moema added: “We 
encourage all letting agents 
in Hackney to sign up to 
scrap the fees. Not only will 
this help local businesses 
get ahead of the competition 
in advance of any full ban 
by Government, we want to 
demonstrate that Hackney is 
a forward-thinking borough 
that is committed to creating 
a fairer and more transparent 
system for private renters.”

THE innovative redevelopment of Tower Court 
estate in Stamford Hill was recognised at this year’s 
Housing Design Awards. 

The Council project, designed by Adam Khan Architects 
in collaboration with muf architecture/art was one of just 
16 winners at the ceremony on 10 July. 

The designs will transform Tower Court with more than 
130 homes, including some for social rent and shared 
ownership paid for through homes for outright sale. 

Philip Glanville, Mayor of Hackney, said: “This award is 
proof that building genuinely affordable homes doesn’t 
have to mean compromising on good design, and that 
working closely with local people can help deliver new 
developments that are firmly rooted in their community, 
while contributing to the critical need for new homes 
in Hackney.”

Childcare for working families 


FROM September, working parents in Hackney could 
qualify for 30 hours of free childcare. 

The changes mean that all three and four-year-olds, who 
are currently entitled up to 15 hours of free education a 
week, can access an additional 15 hours if each parent 
in the family (either lone or two parent) earns between 
£6,000 and £100,000 a year. This applies to families in 
paid employment, self-employment, or on a zero hours 
contract. Apply now to receive the extra free childcare 
in September.

New features for One Account 


RESIDENTS in Hackney can now go online to check 
whether they’re registered to vote, in what is thought to be 
a first nationwide. 

The One Account app also allows residents to check and 
order parking permits using the system. 

The feature will link directly to the eStreet system that 
residents already use to manage parking permits, and 
displays information on the One Account dashboard. 

One Account is the Council’s online one-stop shop, where 
residents can easily access Council 
services such as paying 
Council Tax bills and business 
rates, reporting housing 
repairs, and checking 
Housing Benefit.

W HEN I first 
moved to the 
US, I remember 
standing in 

Macy’s department store 
when this older gentleman 
approached,” says 
Matthew Morgan. 

“First, I clocked his 
smart, expensive shoes 
and tailoring. 

“Then I caught sight of 
his hand and realised 
with amazement that he 
was black. 

“Here was this 
beautifully turned out, 
wealthy black gentleman. 
And I realised I’d never 
seen someone like that 
before in my life.” 

This is not a story about 
wealth, the founder of 
legendary Afropunk 
festival is keen to 
emphasise, instead ‘it’s 
about opportunity’. 

He adds: “I want to 
help create a place where 
there’s a level playing field 
for all. I want equality of 
access, so that it’s up to us 
all whether we choose to 
take those opportunities.” 

It could be the mission 
statement of Afropunk, 
the festival that he founded 
back in 2005 with his 
friend and collaborator 
James Spooner. 

The New York Times 
has called it ‘the most 
multicultural festival in 
the US’. This summer, it 
arrives in the UK for the 
second year running - 
from 22 to 23 July - with 
a line up of cutting edge 
black artists including 
Lil Simz, The Internet, 
Petite Noir, Willow Smith, 
Danny Brown and Jme. 

Matthew says: 
“Afropunk is 


unapologetically black. 
But not to the detriment 
of anyone else. It’s much 
easier to feel comfortable 
with other groups and 
demographics if you feel 
good about yourself and 
your own identity. 

“That feeling has 
to come first, it’s 


what enables people 
to transcend their 
environment and meet 
people or opportunities 
with confidence.” 

Growing up, Matthew’s 
environment was Stoke 
Newington. He says: 
“Mine was a very West 
Indian community.” 

In fact, his Russian- 
Polish mother met his 
Guyanese father while 


she was working as a 
secretary for the President 
of Guyana. 

He explains: “Her best 
friend came back to Stoke 
Newington too, and they 
both brought West Indian 
accents with them. 

“They were the only 
white women I knew, 
so for a long time I just 
assumed all white women 
spoke in that accent. ” 


Later, as a young man, 
he travelled to Brooklyn 
‘following a woman, of 
course’. There, he found 
a community that was 
‘like an amplification of 
my own: an incredibly 
vibrant, energetic, 
celebratory environment 
for people of colour’. 

There was, however, one 
key difference. 

He says: “America was

- and still is - so much 
better at creating cultural 
institutions, colleges, 
for example, that are 
specifically for people 
of colour. 

“At first I didn’t 
understand. I thought: 
why would you self- 
segregate like that? But 
soon, I began to see that if 
you take race off the table, 
you let people focus on the 
real issues.” 

As a music executive, 
Matthew spotted an 
opportunity to do 
something similar through 
music. And so the first 
Afropunk festival was 
born: a free, community 
event in Brooklyn 
highlighting alternative 
black culture. 

Close to 100 people 
attended the first festival. 

Just over 15 years later, 
it has ballooned to a global 
cultural phenomenon with 
an estimated 90,000 
people attending. 

Despite its wild success, 
it still retains its original 
mission statement, says 
Matthew: to be a place 
where people can feel 
safe, and loved, and 
love themselves. 

He continues: “In 15 
years, we’ve never had 
a single arrest or even a 
fight at our events. How 
completely at odds with 
the media’s perception of 
our community is that?” 

Afropunk has now 
spread to Atlanta, 

Paris, London and 
Johannesburg, giving 
black culture a voice 
across the globe. 

He says: “My dad was 
a hard-working, working 
class man. His generation 
of parents of colour taught 
us to get our heads down, 
keep our mouths shut and 
work hard.

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, Transport 
and Parks, said: “The 
vast majority of children 
in Hackney walk or cycle 
to school, but too many 
children still make the 
journey by car. 

“I hope this will be the 
first of many School Streets 


in the borough. It is just one 
of the things we’re doing 
to try to make it safer and 
easier for children to walk 
and cycle to school.” 

A second pilot outside 
Tyssen Community School 
in Stamford Hill is planned 
for September. Parents 
and residents will be 
consulted on the scheme 
over the summer. 

When the Council has 
evaluated the success of the 
two pilots, it will decide 
whether to roll out the 
scheme to other schools.

Charities share in rewards 


LOCAL charities were presented with £7,500 by residents 
who have been collecting Hackney Recycling Rewards points 
to record their recycling levels. 

The more types of household waste that residents log as 
recycled, the more points they amass. Participants also get to 
vote for which local charities will receive grant funding via the 
Council-run scheme. 

This year, residents voted for Hackney Migrant Centre, which 
received £3,500; followed by St Mary’s Secret Garden, 
£2,000; and The Sharp End, £1,000. In fourth and fifth place 
were Headway East London and Immediate Theatre, which 
were awarded £500 each. 

All scheme members also get discounts in local shops, and 
have a chance to win cash prizes every quarter. 

The scheme is free to join, and 30,000 households have 
signed up since it launched last October.

School’s welcome to refugees 

IF children are the future, one local primary school is 
making sure that it is an inclusive one. 

The national charity Citizens UK has officially appointed 
Randal Cremer a Refugee Welcome School, after 
staff and pupils spent two years learning about and 
supporting refugee communities in the UK. 

Head teacher Jo Riley said: “I want our children 
to understand how democracy works, but also 
to empathise with people living in challenging 
circumstances. By educating our pupils about why 
people become refugees in the first place, we want 
them to develop understanding and compassion and 
also to understand that small, daily acts of kindness can 
make a difference.” 

The school has committed to welcoming children and 
families from all backgrounds. 

Children have collected toys and household goods 
for refugee families who have resettled in the 
borough, while class activities and assemblies 
have celebrated inclusivity. 

Head boy George Braithwaite added: “I felt privileged to 
have the experience to hear firsthand about refugees’ 
lives. It matters because everybody should have the 
same experience in life and that experience should be 
a good one.” 




Boxers pleased as punch with win 


A HACKNEY school with 
a radical ethos has won an 
award known as ‘the Oscars 
of education’. 

The Boxing Academy, in 
Hackney Grove, was named 
‘alternative provision school 
of the year’ at the TES 
Schools Awards last month. 

Launched in 2007 with 


just four pupils, the school 
has grown to support 40 
students whose challenging 
behaviour means they are 
no longer able to attend 
mainstream schools. As well 
as learning to concentrate 
through boxing, 80 per cent 
of their pupils achieved five 
GCSE passes last year, well 


above the national average 
for alternative provision. 

The judges said: “It 
demonstrates how a brave 
approach to behaviour can 
really pay off.” 

Head teacher Anna Cain 
said: “We are lucky to be 
so well supported by our 
community in Hackney.”

The Mayor and councillors 


Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville, was directly elected by the borough in 
September 2016. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and 
all Council services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.
